Same fathers are ouercome with the flattery of thoſs 
folcs which p2ofeſſe outwardly great knowledge , and 
ſhew a certeine kinde of diſſembling finceritie in theyz 
lyfe,others at the entreating of theyz familiar friends 
are content to commit they; ſonnes to one, without eo 
ther ſubſfaunce of honeſfie,0z ſhaddow of learning... 
Wy which their vndiſcreet dealing , they are lyke thoſe 
ficke men which retec the expert and cunning Phiſiti- 
tion,+ af the requel of thetr friends,admit the he&dleſſe 
pzactiler, which daungereth the patient , and bzingeth 
the body to his bane: D2 not vnlyke vnto thoſe, which 
at the inſfaunt and impoztunate ſuite of their acquains 
fkaunce,refuſe a cunning Pilate,and choſe and vnſkilfal 
Parriner, which hazardeth theſhip and themſclues in 
the calmeſt Sea. 

God God can there be any that hath the name of a 
father,which will elkeme moze the fancic,of þis friend, 
then 
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then the nurture of his ſonne ? Jt was nof in vayne, 
that Crates would often ſay,that if it were lawfull ene 
in the market place he would cry out: Whether runne 
you Fathers, which hane al you carke and care fo mul- 
tiply your wealth,nothing regarding pour childzen, vis 
to whome you mult leaue all , Jn this they reſemble ,, 
him which is very curious about the ſho, & bath no care // 
of the fote. Beſides this,therc be many Fathers ſo ins 
flamed with the lone of wealth; that they be as it were 
incenſed with hate agaypnſt their childzen, which Ari- 
{tippus ſ&ing in an old miſer did partly note it, this old 
miſer aſking of Ariſtippus what he woulde take to 
teach and bzing bp his ſonne, he aunſwered,a thouſands 
groates: a thouſand groates,God ſhteld anſwered this 
old? huddle, J can bane two ſeruants of that p2ice.Un-' 
to hom he made aunſwere,thou ſhalt hauc two ſers 
nants 4 one ſonne,and whether wilt thou ſelzJs if nof 
abſurd to hauec ſo great a care of the right hande of the 
childe to cut his meate,that if he Handle his knife in the 
Icft hand we rebuke bim ſenerely, & fo be ſecure of his 
nurture in diſcipline and learning?But what do happen 
vnto thoſe parents that bzing bp their childzen lyke 
wantons. 

When their ſonnes ſhall growe fo mans eſfafe, diſs 
dayning now to be cozreced, tabburne to obepe,gining 
tbemſelues to baine pleaſures,and vnſemly paſtimes, 
then with the foliſh trowants they begin to wax wile, 
and fo repent them of their fo2zmer follye, when theyz 
ſonnes ſhall inſinuate themſelues in the companye of 
flatterers ,'( a kinde of men moze perillous to youth 
then any kindc of beaſtes, ) YUhen they ſhall haunf 
harlots,frequent Tauerns; b&e curious in thetr attire, 
coſfly in their dyet, carelcfle in their behaviour, when 
they ſhall epther becommon Dicers, with Gamelers, 
either wanton dallyers w ladyes, either ſpend all their 
thzift on wine,o; all their wealth on woementthen the

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Father curſeth his owne ſecaritie,and lamenteth to lafe 
his childes miſfoztune, then the one accuſeth his Sire 
as it were of mallice,that he woulde-not bzing him vp* 
in learning,and himſelfe of miſchtefe,that he gane not 
his nunde to god letters, Jf th:ſe youths had ben trat- 
ned vp in the company of any Philoſopher, they wonld: 
nenuer haue bene ſo diſfolnte in their lyfe,o2 ſo reſolate in

At is nod nurture that leadeth to vertne, ang "d{(* 
cretc demeanour that playneth the path to felicitie. ** 
If one haue cither the giftes of Foztune, as great ri- 
ches,02 of Nature,as ſemely perſonage,he& 1s to be dil- 
piſed in reſpect of learning. To be a noble mi it is moſt 
crcellent,but that is our aunceſtoures,as Vliſles ſaÞ to 
Ai1ax,as fo2 our nobiltfte,onr ſfock,onr kindzed,+ whats 
ſocuer/wve our ſclaes hane not done, J ſcarcely acco@pt 
enriches are p:ettous,but Foztune ruleth the ra(t, 
whichvftentimes taketh away al from them that hatie 
much, and giueth them moze . that had nothinge, alo-s 
rye is a thing wozthy to bee followed, but as it is 
gotten with great trauayle,ſo is it loft in a ſmall 
time, 

LBeaufte ts ſuch a thing as we commonlp pzeferre 
befo2e all thinges,yet it fadeth befoze wee perceine if 
' to flouriſh: bealth is that which. all men deſire , pet 
ener ſubiect to anye diſeaſe : ſtrength is fo bee wiſhed 
fo2, vet1s it epyther abated with an ague, 02 taken as 
waye with age: Wlhoſoeuer therefoze boaſteth of fozce, 
is to beaſtly, ſeing he is in that qualytienot to bee 
_—_ with beaſtes,as the Lyon, the Bull,the Eles 
phant, 

Jt 1s vertue,yea vertuc Gentlemen, that maketh 
Gentlemen:that maketh the pwze, rich:the baſe bozne, 
noble,the ſubicc a ſonereine : the defozmed, beautifull; 
the ſicke, whole:the, weake,ſtrong: the moſt miſerable, - 
molt happte, There are two pzincipal and peculiar gifts 
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in the nature of man, knowledge and Reaſon : theons 
commaundeth, the other obevpeth : theſe things neither” 
the whirling whele of Foztune can chaunge', neither 
the deceiptfull cauilling of wozlblings ſeperate;neither 
ſicknefſe abate,neither age abolilh, | 

It is onely Knowledge , which wozne with peares-' 
wareth young,and whenall things are cut away with 
the ſickle of Time, Knowledge flouriſheth ſo that 
Time cannot reach it, Warre taketh all things with it 
euenas the whirlepwle , yet muſk it leaue learning bes 
hinde if, wherefoze if was wiſely aunſwered in my opl- 
nion of Stilpo the Philoſopher , foz when Demetrius 
won the Citte,+ made if euen to ths ground, leaning no- 
thing ſtanding,he demaunded of Stilpo, whether he had 
loſt any thing of hts in this great ſpoyle,vato whom he 
aunſwered, no verily,foz UWarre getteth no ſpoyle of 
Uertue. 

Unto the lyke ſence may the atmſwere of Socrates be 
applied, when Gorgias aſked him whether be thought the 
Perſian King happie oz not : J know not ſapd he , how- | 
much vertue and diſcipline he hath , foz happinclſe doth 
not conſiſt in the gifts of foztune,but inthe grace of ber - 
tune. But as there is nothing mo2e conuentent then in- 
fkruction foz yonth,ſo would J hane them nourtured in 
ſuch a place as is renowmed foz learning, vopds of c02- 
rupt manners , vndefiled with vice,that ſeeing no vaine 
delights,they may the mo2e caſily abſtaine from Ipcens 
tions deſircs,they that ſtudie to pleaſe the multitude, 
are ſure to diſpleaſe the wiſe, they that ſeme to flatter 
rude people with their rude p2etences, leuell at great 
honour,hauing no atme at honeſtie, When J was hero 
a Student in Athens,it was thonght a great comments 
dation foz a young @choller to make an Dzation, ex- / -/ 117 
tempo2e, but certeinly in my tudgement it is vtterlye to 
be condemned,fo2 whatſoener is done raſhly is done al- 


ſorawly, he that taketh vppon him to ſpeake with-out . 
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pzemeditation,knoweth neither how fo begin,noz o—_ 
to ende, but falling info a vains of babling, vtter 
theſe things,which with modeſtic he ſhould hane conceas 
led,and fo2cetteth thoſe things that befoze he had con- 
ceiued. An D2ation either penned, either pzemeditated, 
kepeth it ſelfe within þ bands of Decorum, J haue read 
that Pericles being at ſundzy times called of þ people-to 
plcade, would alwaies aunſwere that he was not ready?- 
encn after the ſame manner Demoſthenes being ſent foz 
to declaime amidſt the multitude,ftaid,and ſayd, J'am 
not yet pzoutded, 
.- And in his inuccine againft Mydas , he ſemieth to 
p:aiſe the pzofitablenes of pzemeditation,J confcſle ſaith 
be, ve Athenians, that J haue ſtudycd and confidered 
depely wich my ſelfe, what to ſpeake,foz J were a ſof,if 
without due conſidcration had of thoſe things that are 
to be ſpoken, J ſhould hane talked vnadniſedly, But J 
ſpeake this not fo this ende to condemne the cxerciſe of 
the wit,but that J would not haue any young ſcholler 
openly to exerciſe if, but when he ſhall grow both in 
age and eloquence, inſomuch as he ſhall thzough great 
bſe,and god memozy be able aptly fo concetue, and reas 
dily to vtter any thing,then this ſaping extempoze, bzins 
geth an admiration and delyght to the auditozie,and ſins 
gular p2aiſe and commendation fo the Dzatoz , Foz as 
be that hath long time bene fettered with chaines, b&s 
ing relcaſcd,balteth thzough p fozce of his fozmer p2ons, 
ſo be. that hath bene vſed to a Cfricte kinde of pleading, 
when he ſhall talke ertempoze, will ſauour of his fozmer 
penning, But if any ſhall vſe if, as it were a pzeceptf

Beſides this, to hane the D2ation all one in eucrye 
part,neither ado2ned with fine figures,neither ſpzinkeled 
with choice phzaſes,bzingeth tediouſneſſe to'the hearers, 
and argueth the ſpeaker of lyttle-learning and leſſe elo- 
quence, He ſhould mozeouer talke of many matters,not

Roſe be ſwete,yet being tycd with -/ 
the Utolet,the ſmel is nzo2ze fragrant,though-meat now 
riſh, yet hauing god ſauoz it pzonoketh appetite. The fai- - 
reſf noſegay is made of many flowers, the fineſt picture 
of ſiidzy colours, wholſomeſt medicine of diners hearbs; 
wherfoze it behoneth yanth with all induffrie to ſearch, 
not only the hard queſtions of þ Philoſophers, but alſo 
the fine caſes of the Lawyers,not only p quirkes # quid- 
dities of the Logicians, bat alſo fo. haye'a; ſight in the 
numbers of Arcthmetricians,the Zriangles and Circles 
of the Geometricians,the Dhpere 4 Globe of the Altro- 
logians,the notes & crochets of the Puſitions, the odde 
conceits of the Poets, the ſimples- of the Phiſitions, x in 
all things,fo the ende that when they ſhall be willed to

woulde nof be enfo2ced fo reneale any thing agatnſt his: 
will.by tozments, bit. off his tongue and ſpit it in the

manners : ſuch hath it bene in times paſt the lone of 
one Athenean fo the other,and of one Lacedemonian to

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that we ſhould not vere our ſelues with thoughts, c6i5- 
ſume our bodyes with ſighes, with ſobs,oz with care to 
pine our carcaſſes, To abſtcin from beanes,that is,nof 
to meddle in cinile affayzes,o2 buſineſſe of the cdmon 
weale,foz in the olde times the elenion of Paicſtrates 
was made by the pulling of beanes. Notk to putte our 
meats in Scapio : that is, we ſhould not ſpeake of man- 
ners 02 vertues,to thoſe whoſe mindes are infected with 
vice, 

Not to refy2ze when we are come to the ende of our 
race ; that is, when we are at the pointe of death we 
ſhould not be oppzeſſed with griefc,but willingly yeld 
to Nature , But J will retourne to my fo2mer pze- 
ceptes : that is,that young men ſhoulde be kept from 
the company of thoſe that are wicked,eſpectallye from 
the ſight of the flatterer. Fo2 J ſay now as J hane oft?- 
times befoze (aide , that there 1s no kinde of beaſt ſo 
noplome as the atterer, nothing that will ſoner con- 
_ both the ſonne and the Father , and all honeft 

riends, 

When the Father erhozteth the ſonne to ſobzietye, 
the flatterer pzouoketh him to Wine : when the Fa- 
ther weaneth them to conftinencie, the flatftercr alltt- 
reth him to luſt ; when the Father admoniſheth them 
to th2ifte , the flatterer haleth them to pzodigalytye 3 
when the Father enconrageth them to labour, the flat - 
ferer layeth a Cuſhion vnder his elbowe, to l&epe, 
bidding them to cate,dzinke and to be merrie, foz that 
the lyfe of man is ſwne gone,and but as a ſhozt ſhad- 
dolve , and ſeeing that we& have but a while. to lyue, 
- who would line lyke a ſernaunt ? They ſape'that nowe 
tbeir fathcrs be olde,and doate thzough age like Satur- 
nus, 

Þerreoff if commeth,that young men giuing nof one- 
ly attentive care,but ready copne to flatterers, fall in- 
to ſuch miſſfoztune; þercoff it pzoceedeth , that they 
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haunt the ſtewes,marry befoze they be wiſe, and dye 


befo2e they thzine. Theſe bee the beaſtes which line by 
the trenchers of young Gentlemen , and conſume the 
treaſures of they; reuenewes, theſe bee they that fathe 
young youthes in all their ſapings,that vphold them in 
al they2 doings, with a yea,o2 a nay,theſe be they that 
are at cuery becke,at euery nod, free men by Foztune, 
flaues by free will, 

TWherefoze if there be any fathers that would hane 
his childzen nurtured and bzought vp tn honeſtie, lette 
him 'cerpell theſe Panthers which hane a (wet ſmell, 
but a deuouring minde:pet would J not haue parents 
altogether p2eciſe, oz tw ſeuere in cozrection,but lefte 
them with mildneſſe fozatne light offences,and remems 
ber that they themſelues hane bene young:as the Phto 
ſition by mingling bitfer poyſons with ſwete lyquoz, 
bzingeth health to the £:3p,ſo the Father with ſharpe 
rebukes, ſeaſoned with lo:+'ng lokes,cauſeth a redzelle 
and amendement in his c!;::3e , But if the Father be 
thozoughly angry vppon god occaſion, let him nof cons 
tinue his rage,fo2 J had rather he ſhoulde be ſone an- 
gry then harde to be pleaſed , foz when the ſonne ſhall 
perceine that the Father bath conceiged rather a hate 
then a heate again't him, 5» becommeth deſperate, 
neither regarding his Fathers tre, neyther his owne 
duetie, 

Dome light faultes let them diſemble as though 
they knew them not,and ſeeing them, let them not ſeme 
to ſ& them,and hearing them,lette them not ſ&me to 
heare.UWe can eaſily fo2get tho offences of our friendes 
bee they neuer ſo great,and ſhall we& not ſo2giue the 
eſcapes of our childzen bee they neuer ſo (mall: Tre 
beare offentimes with our ſcruaunts,and ſhall we nof 
ſometimes with our fonnes: the fay2elt Jennet is rus 
led as well with the wande as with the ſpurre, the 
wildelk childe is as ſone cozrected with a wozd as with 
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a weapon . If thy ſonne bee ſo tnbbozne obſfinafely fo 
rebell againff the,oz ſo wilful to perſeuer in his wickeds 
neſſe, y neither foz feare of puniſhment,neither foz hops 
of rewaed, he is any way tobe reclapmed, then ſeeke on£f 
ſome mariage fit fo2 his degree, which is the ſareſt bond 
of youth, and the {frongeſt chaypne-fo fetter affections 
that can be found. Pet let his wife be ſuch a one, as is 
neither much moze noble in birth o2 farre moze richer 
ina gods,but accozding to the wile ſaying:choſe one eue- 
ry way as nere as may be equall in both : foz they thaf 
doe deſire great dow2tes do rather marry themſclues to 
the wealth then to their wife ., But to returne to the 
matter,it 1s molt requiſite that fathers both by thepz 
diſcreete counſaple, and alſo thetr honeſt conuerſation, 
be an erample of imifation to their chtldzen, that they 
ſxeing in their parents,as it were in a glaſſe, the perfectt- 
on of manners,they may beenconraged by thetr vpzight 
lyuing to pzaciſe the lyke pictie. Foz if a Father rebuke 
his childe of ſwearing,and he himlſelfe a blaſphemoz,voth 
he not ſee that i detecting his ſonnes vice , he alſo no- 
teth his owne? If the father counſlatle the ſonne to re- 
fraine wine as moſt vnwholſome, and dzinke him-ſelfe 
1;mmoderately,doth he not as well repzoue his own folly 
as rebuke his ſonnes? Age alwayought fo be a mirroz 
fo2 youth,foz where olve age 1s impudent, ther certeinly 
youth muſt nedes be ſhameleſſe, where the aged hane no 
reſpec of their honourable and gray hayzes , there the 
young gallants haue lyttle regard of they; honelk beha- 
uiour ; and in one wozde to conclude all , where age is 
paſt grauitie, there youthis pal grace, The ſum of all, 
wher with J would haue my Ephocbus endued,and how 
J would hage him inftruced, ſhall bziefely appeare in 
this following. 

Firſt,that he be of honeſt parenfs,nurſed of his mo- 
ther,bzought vp in ſuch a place as is incozrupt both foz 
the ayze and manners, with on is perſon,as is m_ 
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lev,of creat zeale,of pzoſounde knowledge, of abſolufe 
perfection,that be inſtructed in Philoſopby, whereby hee 
may attaine learning,and haue in all (ences aſmack, 
whereby he may readily diſpute of any thing:That his 
body be kept in his pure ſtrength by honeſt exerciſe, his 
wit and memozy by diligent ſtndie, 

That he abandon all allurements of vice,and contft- 
nually encline to vertue, which if it ſhall , as4t maye 
come to paſſe,then doe J hope that if ener Platoes come 
mon weale ſhall flouriſh, that my Ephebus ſhall be a 
citizen, that if Ariſtotle fined any happy man t will bs 
my childe,if Tully confeſſe any to be an abſolute Dza- 
f02;1t wil be mp young pouth, J am here therfoze Gen- 
tlemen to crhozt you,that with all indufrie you applye 
your mindes to the ſtudie of Philoſophte, that as you 

zofcſſe pour ſelues ſtudents, ſo you maye be ſtudents, 
that as you diſdaine not the name of a ſcholler , ſo you 
will not be found voyd of the duetie of ſchollers: leftts 
not your mindes be carried away with vaine delights, 
as with trauapling into far 4 raunge countries, where 
you ſhall ſe moze wickedneſſe then lcarne vertne and 
wit. Neither with coſtly attire of the new cut,the Dutch 
bat,the French hoſe, the Spaniſh rapier, the Italian hpltf, 
and J know not what? 

Calf not your eyes on the beantie of women, leaſt ye 
calf away your bearts with folly,let not that fond loue, 
where-with youth fatteth him-ſelfe as fatte as a fwle, 
infect you, fo2 as a ſinew being cut, though it be hea- 
ted,there will alwayes remayne a ſcarre,oz as fine Iyn- 
nen ſtained with blacke yncke,though it be waſhed ne- 
ner ſo often, will haue an yzon mowle:ſo the minde orfce 
mangled oz maymed with lone , thongh it be nener fo 
well cured with reaſon,o2 coled by wiſedome, pet there 
will appeare a ſcarre, by the which one maye geflc the 


minds hath bene pearced, and a blemmilh whereby one 
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may ludge the heart hath bene ſtayned, 
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Refraine from dicing , which was the onelye cauſe 
that Pyreus was ftriken to the heart, 4 from dauncing, 
which was the meanes that loſt Ihon Baptiſts bead : J 
am not he that will diſallow honelt recreation,although 
] deteſt the abuſes, 

I ſpeake boldly vnfo yon , bicauſe J my ſelfe knowe 
you ; what Athens hath bene , what Athens (s , what 
Athens ſhall be,J can geſſe, Let not every Jnne & Ale- 
houſe in Athens be as it were your chamber , frequent 
not thoſe ozdinarte tables, where either foz deſire of de- 
lycate cates,oz the meting of youthfull companions, ye 
both ſpend pour money vainely and your time idly:imt- 
tate him in life, whom you ſeme to honour foz his lear- 
ning,Ariſtotle, who was nener ſcene in the companye of 
thoſe that idly beſtowed their time, 

Whereis nothing moze ſwifter then Time, nothing 
maze ſweter : we hauc not as Seneca ſaith,lyttle Mime 
to lyue , but we leeſe much, neither haue we a ſhozt life 
by Nature,but we make it ſhozter by nanghtineſe, our 
lyſe is long if we know how to vſe it. Follow Appel- 
les that cunning and wiſe Painter,which would let no 
day paſſe oner his head, without a lyne, without ſome 
labour, 

Jt was p2etelye ſapde of Heſtodas ; Let bs endeas 
your by reaſon to ercell beaſtes , ſeing beaſfes by Nas 
ture ercell men, although ftricly taken it be not ſo, foz 
that man is endewed with a ſoule , yet taken fonching. 
their perfcction of ſences in theyz kinde , it is moſt cer- 
tcine, Doth not the Lyon foz ſtrength, the Turtle foz 
loue, the Ant foz labour ercell man? Doth not the Cas 
gle ſe clercr,the Uultcr (mell better,the Powle heare - 
lightlper? Let vs therefoze endeanour to excel in vertue, 
ſeing in qualities of the body we be inferiour to beaſts, 
And here Jam molt earfeſtly to exho2t you to modes 
ſie in your behautour,to ductic to your elders , fo dily- 
gence in your ſkudies, 2 
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J was of late in Italy, where mine cares gloed & mp. 
heart was gallcd to heare the abuſes that ratigne in A- 
cthens : T cannot tell whether thoſe things ſpzang by the 
{ſewdand lying lyppes of the ignozaunt , which are al- 
wayes cnimics to learnirg,oz by the repozts of ſach as 
ſaw them,and ſozrowed at them, 

It was openly repo:ted of an olve man in Naples, 
that there was moze lyghtneſſe in Athens, then in all I- 
taly,moze wanton youths of Schollers, then in all Eu- 
rope beſides,mo2e Papiſts,moze Atheiſts, moze ſectes, 
moz2e ſchiſmes,then in all the Monarchies tn the wozld, 
which things although J thinke they be not fruc, yet can 
A not but lament that they ſhould be deemed fo be true, 
and I fearc me thcy be not altogether falſe, ther can no 
creat ſnioke ariſe,but there muſt be (ome fire , no greaf 
repo2t without great ſuſpifion, 

Frame therefoze pour lynes fo ſach integritie, pour 
ftudyes to attaining of ſuch perfection, that neither the 
might of the ſtrong , neither the mallice of the weake, 
neither the ſwift repozts of the ignozant,be zble to ſpot, 
you with diſhoneſtie, oz note you of vngodlyneſſe. 

The greateſt harme that you can doe bnto the enuf- 
ous, ts to doe well,the greateſt cozaſtne, that you can 
giue vnto the ignozaunt,is to pzoſper in knowledge, the 
greateſt comfo2t that you can beſtowe on pour parents, 
is to lyne well and learne well, the greateſt commodi- 
tie that you can yelde vnto your Countrey , is with 
wiſedone to beſfowe that tallent, that by grace was gies 
uen you , 

And here Jcannof choſe buf giue you that connſell 
that an olve man in Naples gane m& moſt wiſely , al- 
though J had then neither grace to follow it,neither wil 
to gineeare fo if,deſiring you not fo refed it , bicauſe J 
dtd once difpiſe it,Jf was thus as Jcan remember wozd 
fo2 wa2d, 

Delcend into your owne conſciences , conſider with 


your”. 
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your lelnes , the great difference betwe@ne Caring and 
ſtarke-blinde, wit and wiſedome, loue and luſt ; Fee 
merry,but with modeſtie 2: be ſober, but not toſollen : 
be valyaunt,but not tw venterous : let pour attyze be 
comelp,but not to colfly ; yotir dyet wholſomne, but not 
erceſiue : vſe paſtime as the wozd impozteth, to palle 
the time in honeſt recreation, miſtruſt no man without 
cauſe , neither be pe creduloas with-out pofe !'be not 
lyght to follow euery mans opinion,neither obſtinateto 
ſtand in pour owne conceits:ſerue God, feare God,loue 
God,and God wil ſa bleſſe you, as either your harts can 
wiſh,oz pour friends velire, 

This was his graue and godly aduice , whoſe coun- 
ſayle J would have you all fo follow, frequent lecures, 
vle diſpatations openly, neglect not your pxinate ffi» 
dies,let notdegre&es be ginen foz lous but fo2 learning, 
not foz money but foz knowledge;and bicanſe you ſhall 
be the better encouraged to follow my counſell, J will 
bee as it were an example my lelfe, deſiring-you all to 
imitate me, | 

Euphucs hauing ended his diſcourſe,andfiniſhed thoſe 
p:ecepts which he thought neceſſary foz the inflrumon 
of youth,gaue his minde to the continuall Fudie of Phi- 
loſophy,inſomuch as he became publyke Reader in the 
Uniuerſitie, with ſuch commendation as neuer any be- 
foze him, in the which he continued fo2 the (ſpace'vf ten 
yeares , onelye ſearching out the ſecrettes of Natiire, 
and the hidden myſteries of Philoſophie,and having col- 
lected into th2e volames his lectures , thought fo2 the 
p2ofit of young [chollers toſet them fo2th in pzint, which 
if he had done, J would alſoin this his Anatomie haue 
inſerted,but he altering his determinafion,fell into this 
diſcourte with himlelfe.

Farewell therefo2e the fine and filed phzaſes of Ci- 
cero,/ the pleaſant Eligues of Ouid, the deapth and p20- 
found knowledge of Ariſtotle . Farewell Khetozicke, 
farewell Philoſophy, farewell all learning which is not 
(pong from the bowels of the Joly Bible,

Gods , bzingeth Dioniſius as a ſcoffer of ſuch vaine 
and .dcuilſed Deities , who ſ&ing Acſculapius with a 
long bearde of goide, and Appollo his Father beard- 
leſſe,played the Barber and ſhaued it from him, laying, 
it was not decent that the ſonne ſhould hane a bearde 
and the Father none . ®&ing alſo Iupiter with an 02- 
nament of golde , toke it from him 1cſting thus, in 
Sumner this array is to heauic,in Winter to colde, 
here J leaue one of wollen , both warme fo2 the colve 
and lychter fo2 the heate . Yee comming allo tnto the 
Temple, where certeyne of the Gods with golden gifts 
{kretched ont their handes , toke them all away,ſay- 
ing:Uho will be ſo madde,as to refuſe things ſo gent- 
led offered, 

Doelt thon not ſ& Euphues what ſmall accompt be 
made of their Gods,foz at laſt the ſapling info bts coſts 
trey with a pzoſperous winde, he laughing, fapde,loe 
ſee you not my Paſkers, howe well the Gods rewarde 
our ſacriledge . J coulde rehearſe infinite opinions of 
excellent men , who in this pointe holde on my ſide, 
but eſpecially Pitagoras, And in my tudgement,if there | 
bee any GDD, tt ts the wozlde wherein wee line, that 
ts the oncly God, what canne we beholde moze noble 
then the wozlde,moze fayze,moze beautifull, moze glos 
rions? what moze maieſticall fo the ſight, oz moze con- 
fant in ſubſkance?1But this by y way Euphues, I hane 
greater & moze fo2cible arguments toconfirme my opi- 
-mon,and to confute the erronrs of thoſe that imagine 
that there 1s a God, But firſt J wouldgladly beare the 
thape an aunſwere to that which J have ſaid,foz well 
J know that thou art not onely one of thoſe which be- 
lene that there is a God, but of them alſo which are (6 
pzeciſetn honouring him, that they be ſcarce wiſe in 
bclping themſelnes, *;ts 
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Euphues, Jf my hope ( Atheos) were not better fo 
conuert the, then mp happe was here fo conferrs. 
with the,my heart wonulde bzeake foz griefe; which 
beginneth freſhly fo blede foz ſozrowe, thou halt tro-. 
ken me into fach a ſhieuering and colde terroz at the 
rehearſing of this thy monſtrous opinion, that Jloke 
cuery minute when the grounde ſhould open toſwal- 
tow the vp, and that God which thou knoweft not; 
ſhould with thunder from heauen, ſtrike thee to hell. 
Was there ener Barbarian ſo ſenceleſſe, ener miſcre- 
ant (o barbarous, that did not acknowledge a lining 
and euerlaſting Ichouah? A cannot but tremble af the 
remembzaunce of his Paieſtic,and doft thou make -it 
a mockerie?D iniquitte of times, D cozruption of mans 
ners,D blaſphemie againſt the heauens. The Beathen 
man layth,yea,that Tully,whom thou thy ſelfe allead- 
geſt, that there is no nation ſo barbarons, no kinde of - 
people ſo ſauage,in whom reſteth not this perſwaſion,

Theſe are moſt certein-pzones toelfabliſh 
the authozitie of the bokes of the P2ophets,the 'fimpli- 
citie of the ſpeach of the firſt thze Cuangeliſts, contep# 
ning heauenly myſteries,the y2ayſe of Ihon,thandering 
from on high with waightie ſentences, the heauenly mas. 
ieffic ſhining in the wzitings of Peter and Paule,the ſos 
daine calling of Mathew from the. receipt of ciiftome; 
the callyng of Pcter and Ihon from the fiſher'boates'to 
the preaching of the Goſpell,the connerſion and callpng 
of Paulc being an enimy to the Apoſtleſhip,are ſignesof 
the holy Ghoſt ſpeaking in them. The conſent of ſo mas 
ny ages,of ſo ſyndzp nations,and of ſo diners mindes,in 
embzacing the ©cripturcs , 'and the-rare godlinefſe of
